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The  First  Presidency  of  The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  announced  the 
closing  of  church-owned  Westin  Hotel  Utah  effective  Aug.  31,  1987. 

“The  church  wanted  to  make  a  substantial  investment  in  updating  the  76-year-old 
hotel  or  convert  it  to  other  uses,”  said  L)on  LeFevre,  spokesman  for  the  LDS 
Church.  "So  they  are  using  the  hotel  for  other  things.” 

The  church  plans  to  renovate  the  building  for  different  church  departments 
and  other  affiliated  church  organizations,  LeFevre  said. 

“Since  so  many  businesses  and  condominiums  are  being  built  downtown, 
there  are  very  few  places  to  build  a  new  chapel,”  he  said.  “So  meeting  house 
facilities  will  also  be  built  inside  the  hotel  to  accommodate  wards  in  the 
downtown  Salt  Lake  area.” 

“The  closure  of  500  rooms  in  downtown  Salt  Lake  City  will  definitely 
help  the  downtown  hotel  business,”  said  Julie  Peck,  manager  of  the  Utah 
Hotel/Motel  Association.  “There  is  a  total  of  10,000  hotel  rooms  in  Salt 
Lake  City.” 

Peck  also  quoted  figures  from  Panned,  Kerr,  Forster  —  a  Denver-based 
research  agency  — 1  showing  that  SLC  hotel  occupancy  has  been  60  percent 
this  year —  down  3  percent  from  last  year.  The  PKF  estimates  are  slightly 
low  because  they  only  survey  members  of  their  organization,  Peck  said. 

Closing  the  hotel  is  in  harmony  with  the  LDS  Church’s  program  of  with¬ 
drawing  from  competition  with  other  enteiprises,  LeFevre  said. 

"There  is  no  longer  a  need  for  the  hotel  with  the  construction  of  other  hotels  in 
the  city,”  he  said. 

When  contacted,  Westin  Hotel  Utah  officials  declined  to  comment  because  the 
LDS  Church  is  handling  the  details  of  the  hotel  closure. 

The  outside  of  the  Westin  Hotel  Utah  and  the  lobby  will  remain  as-is  since  it  is  a 
landmark  of  the  citv,  while  the  rest  of  the  hotel  will  be  renovated,  he  said. 

The  LDS  Church  will  help  the  many  employees  of  the  Westin  Hotel  Utah  secure 
employment  after  the  hotel  is  closed,  said  LeFevre.

A  former  BYU  professor  with  conservative  views  has 
been  under  attack  by  a  liberal  group  for  his  book  about  the 
constitution,  titled  “The  Making  of  America.” 

W.  Cleon  Skousen,  author  of  the  book,  appeared  on  the 
“Today”  show  Monday  morning  with  Anthony  T. 
Podesta,  president  of  the  People  for  the  American  Way 
(PFAW),  a  group  based  in  Washington. 

The  group  says  it  is  “the  nonpartisan  constitutional 
liberties  organization.”  They  take  issue  with  Skousen’s 
book,  saying  it  is  “highly  controversial”  and  “radically 
right  wing.” 

Western  regional  director  of  the  organization,  Ramona 
Ripston,  saidj  “The  writer  of  this  book  is  well  known  for 
his  radical  right-wing  beliefs.  ” 

“The.  Making  of  America”  is  about  the  foundation  of  our 
country  and  the  circumstances  leading  up  to  the  writing  of 
the  constitution. 

It  talks  about  the  men  involved  and  addresses  the  286 
principles  we  feel  are  found  in  the  constitution,”  said 
Bryan  Neville,  spokesman  for  Skousen. 

PFAW  particularly  disagrees  with  a  chapter  of  the  book 
which  discusses  slavery. 

The  president  and  chairman  of  PFAW  said  the  book 
“endorses  a  description  of  slavery  which  is  replete  with 
justifications  for  slavery  and  with  racial  stereotyping  of 
blacks.” 

They  quote  Skousen’s  book  saying  “The  undue  propor¬ 
tion  of  shiftlessness  and  criminally  inclined  slaves  in  the 
traders’  retinues  did  much  to  bring  out  the  worst  charac¬ 
teristics  of  the  (slave)  drivers.  ” 

In  another  place,  the  book  refers  to  black  children  as 
“pickaninnies,”  which  the  PFAW  calls  degrading. 

Neville  said  PFAW  is  not  nonpartisan. 

“They  claim  to  be,  but  they  certainly  aren’t  exhibiting 
that  in  their  actions.  We  consider  them  to  be  a  far-left 


organization,”  said  Neville 

Neville  said  former  president  Gerald  Ford  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  board  of  directors  for  PFAW,  but  resigned 
because  they  were  too  radical. 

The  slavery  portion  of  the  book  comprises  only  eight  out 
of  982  pages,  “an  insignificant  amount  of  the  book. 

“They’ve  read  that  section  out  of  context.  We  say  right 
up  front  that  slavery  is  awful  and  should  not  be  tolerated 
in  any  society. 

“On  the  next  page  the  things  they  take  issue  with 
start,”  said  Neville. 

In  a  letter  to  Justice  Warren  Burger,  now  chairman  of 
the  Commission  on  the  Bicentennial  of  the  U.S.  Constitu¬ 
tion,  PFAW  president  said  the  association  of  Robert 
Mann,  deputy  director  of  the  commission,  with  Skousen 
would  look  like  an  endorsement  of  Skousen  and  his  book 
by  the  commission. 

Mann  said  there  is  no  endorsement  by  the  national 
commission  of  any  book,  including  Skousen’s. 

“I  did  initially  provide  Cleon  with  some  biographical 
information  about  the  founding  fathers  for  his  book  and  I 
served  on  his  board  of  directors  for  a  while,  but  I  have  not 
helped  him  promote  his  book  in  any  way,”  Mann  said. 

“We  are  friends,  I  would  never  deny  that,  but  neither  I 
nor  this  commission  has  done  anything  to  aid  him.” 

Neville  said  the  National  Center  for  Constitutional 
Studies,  Skousen’s  organization,  is  not  affiliated  with  any 
other  group,  including  the  national  commission. 

The  PFAW  president,  Podesta,  said  Skousen  has  “al¬ 
ready  convinced  one  state  (constitutional)  commission  to 
market  the  textbook.” 

Skousen  has  advertised  the  book  nationwide,  and  many 
groups,  including  school  districts,  have  ordered  it,  Neville 
said. 

“They  (PFAW)  attack  several  things  that  they  just 
bascially  disagree  with,  and  that’s  all  right,  people  have 
different  opinions  on  things. 

“We  don’t  mind  being  disagreed  with,”  Neville  said. 


Friday  the  13th  raises  superstitions 
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While  modern  man  has  managed  to  dispel  most  myths 
and  superstitions,  certain  magical  beliefs  are  still 
found  among  many  people  about  Friday  the 
13th. 

For  some,  today  may  be  a  day  of  espe¬ 
cially  good  or  bad  luck.  “People  all  over 
the  world  have  lucky  and  unlucky 
days,”  said  Merlin  Meyers,  BYU  an¬ 
thropology  professor.  “How  Friday 
the  13th  got  started,  I  must  confess,  I 
don’t  know.” 

For  Christians,  Friday  has  special 
significance  because  Jesus  Christ  was 
crucified  on  the  sixth  day  (Friday),  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Encyclopedia  Ameri¬ 
cana. 

Probably  because  of  the  crucifixion,  Fri¬ 
day  became  an  unlucky  day  in  the  western 
world,  the  encyclopedia  states. 

Superstition  warns,  for  example,  against  getting 
married,  beginning  a  new  job,  launching  a  ship  or  start¬ 
ing  a  voyage  on  Friday. 

The  Encyclopedia  Americana  also  says,  “Most  Ameri¬ 
cans  acknowledge  that  the  number  13  is  unlucky  (an  old 
Indo-European  number  taboo  dating  from  long  before  the 
Last  Supper).” 


“It’s  (Friday  the  13th)  usually  fun  because  it’s  Friday 
and  I  get  to  play,”  said  Aaron  Brown,  a  sophomore  from 
Monterey,  N.M.,  majoring  in  human  resource  develop¬ 
ment. 

Julie  Baird,  a  junior  majoring  in  political  science 
from  Provo,  said  she  is  not  superstitious. 
“I’ve  always  had  good  Friday  the  13ths.” 
The  superstitious  nature  of  the  number 
13  applies  to  other,  situations  as  well. 
Dennis  Kelsch,  a  sophomore  majoring 
in  theater  arts  from  San  Diego,  Calif. , 
said  when  he  lived  on  the  14th  floor  of 
his  apartment  building  in  New  York 
City,  it  was  actually  the  13th.  A  lot  of 
older  buildings  skip  the  number  13 
when  numbering  the  floors. 

Many  superstitions  result  in  prac¬ 
tices  that  are  carried  on  long  after  the 
meaning  of  the  belief  has  been  forgot¬ 
ten. 

For  instance,  few  people  realize  when  they 
throw  rice  at  a  new  bride  and  groom  they  are 
“transferring”  the  fertility  of  the  crop  to  the  couple, 
according  to  the  encyclopedia. 

Included  in  such  superstitions  are  delusions  about 
broken  mirrors,  walking  under  ladders,  the  number 
13,  Friday,  lucky  coins,  spilling  salt,  wishbones,  black 
cats  and  a  thousand  other  things,  which  supposedly  bring 


Courtto  decidefate  of 'Baby  M' 

Future  of  surrogate  parenting  contracts  hangs  in  balance

Baby  M’s  fate  is  to  be  determined  March  30,  just  three 
days  after  her  first  birthday. 

Custody  of  the  child,  the  subject  of  a  heated  court  battle 
in  Hackensack,  N.J.,  will  be  decided  by  Superior  Court 
Judge  Harvey  Sorkow,  according  to  the  Associated  Press. 
Sorkow  heard  four  hours  worth  of  closing  arguments 
Thursday  as  the  landmark  custody  case  involving  the 
rights  of  surrogate  mothers  and  prospective  adoptive  par¬ 
ents  wound  down. 

Mary  Beth  Whitehead,  the  surrogate  mother,  signed  a 
$10,000  contract  with  William  and  Elizabeth  Stern 
through  the  Infertility  Center  of  New  York  and  was  artifi¬ 
cially  inseminated. 

When  the  child  was  born  March  27,  Mrs.  Whitehead 
changed  her  mind,  rejected  the  money  and  took  the  child 
to  Florida.  Authorities  found  her  three  months  later  and 
returned  the  child  to  the  temporary  custody  of  the  Sterns, 
according  to  the  AP  report. 

There  are  several  issues  being  considered  in  this  case, 
according  to  Lynn  Wardle,  professor  in  the  BYU  Law 
School.  “One  of  the  issues  is  whether  we  can  sell  people  in 
this  country.  If  the  court  decides  the  way  it  should  and  the 
way  every  other  court  has  decided  thus  far,  it  should 
decide  on  the  basis  of  what’s  in  the  best  interest  of  the 
child,  just  like  any  other  custody  case,”  he  said. 

But  the  question  remains  about  whether  or  not  the 
contract  signed  by  both  parties  is  legally  binding. 

“One  of  the  issues  is  whether  or  not  contracts  like  these 
are  unenforceable  because  they  violate  public  policy,”  said 


James  Gordon,  professor  in  the  BYU  Law  School.  He  said 
the  courts  do  not  want  to  be  involved  in  enforcing  certain 
kinds  of  transactions  because  they  violate  social  policy . 

But,  he  said  it  takes  an  extreme  case  to  bring  about  this 
kind  of  a  decision.  “It  is  a  general  principle  that  contracts 
should  be  enforced,  but  the  courts  have  never  faced  this 
issue  before,”  he  said, 

“If  the  New  Jersey  court  is  even  marginally  competent, 
they  will  say,  ‘We  don’t  buy  and  sell  children’  and  bypass 
the  contracts  issue,”  said  Wardle.  The  courts  will  never 
rule  against  the  best  interest  of  the  child  if  that  is  their 
criteria  for  the  decision,  he  said. 

Whatever  the  decision  in  the  case,  Gordon  said  future 
implications  will  depend  on  the  reason  the  decision  was 
made. 

If  it  is  decided  that  these  kinds  of  contracts  are  not 
enforceable,  it  may  discourage  people  from  entering  into 
them.  But  if  Whitehead,  the  surrogate  mother,  wins  be¬ 
cause  of  a  defect  in  the  contract,  future  participants  will 
just  be  careful  to  guard  against  that  defect,  he  said. 

If  the  surrogate  mother  wins  because  the  court  takes 
into  consideration  the  best  interest  of  the  child,  that  lends 
an  element  of  uncertainty  to  engaging  in  a^  surrogate 
contract,  but  most  prospective  parents  are  “willing  to 
take  the  risk  that  the  mother  won’t  back  out  because 
having  the  child  is  so  important  to  them,”  said  Gordon. 

He  said,  if  this  is  the  case,  in  the  future,  “proposed 
adoptive  parents  would  be  more  careful  in  selection  of  a 
surrogate.” 

On  the  other  hand,  “surrogate  mothers  will  realize  they 
have  the  option  to  change  their  minds.”  But  Gordon  cites 
the  expense  of  court  and  legal  fees,  in  addition  to  having  to 
refund  money  to  childless  parents  as  a  deterrent. 
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Soviets  explode  another  nuclear  device 

MOSCOW  (AP)  —  The  Soviet  Union  detonated  an  underground  nuclear 
explosion  Thursday,  the  second  test  in  the  two  weeks  since  the  Kremlin  ended 
a  19-month  halt  in  nuclear  weapons  testing. 

At  the  same  time,  a  Kremlin  spokesman  rejected  as  “speculations  and 
outright  lies”  American  charges  of  Soviet  cheating  on  arms  accords. 

But  the  spokesman,  Boris  D.  Pyadyshev,  expressed  optimism  that  the 
superpowers  could  soon  agree  to  rid  Europe  of  their  medium-range  missiles. 
He  said  Soviet  envoys  to  the  Geneva  arms  talks  had  been  told  “to  work  for 
agreement  in  the  shortest  time  possible.” 

The  Underground  nuclear  explosion  in  Soviet  Kazakhstan  was  the  second 
since  Feb.  26  when  the  Kremlin  ended  the  test  moratorium  that  had  been  a 
centerpiece  of  Soviet  leader  Mikhail  S.  Gorbachev’s  foreign  policy. 

Soviet  officials  urged  the  United  States  to  halt  testing  and  have  asserted 
that  the  American  refusal  to  make  the  test  freeze  mutual  forced  the  Kremlin  to 
resume  testing. 

The  unilateral  Soviet  moratorium  was  announced  Aug.  6,  1985,  the  40th 
anniversary  of  the  U.S.  atomic  bombing  of  Hiroshima,  Japan.  Before  the 
February  resumption,  the  last  Soviet  blast  had  been  recorded  on  July.25, 1985. 

The  Tass  news  agency  said  that  at  5  a.m.  Moscow  time  at  the  Semipalatinsk 
test  range,  a  nuclear  device  was  detonated,  with  a  yield  of  “up  to  20  kilotons.”

Religious  leaders  fight  pornography 


CHICAGO  (AP)  —  America’s  religious  community  must  not  waste  any  time 
in  launching  a  unified  campaign  against  pornography,  an  official  for  The 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  said. 

“If  we  are  to  begin,  let  it  be  now,”  Richard  Lindsay,  managing  director  for 
public  relations  and  special  affairs  for  the  LDS  Church,  said  Wednesday 
during  a  speech  to  the  Religious  Alliance  Against  Pornography’s  executive 
board. 

Lindsay,  a  member  of  the  board,  was  one  of  several  religious  leaders 
scheduled  to  speak  at  the  meeting. 

Others  included  Rabbi  Marc  H.  Tannenbaum,  director  of  the  American 
Jewish  Committee;  Episcopal  Bishop  William  Frey;  Cardinal  Joseph 
Bemardin,  Catholic  archbishop  of  Chicago;  and  RAAP  President  Dr.  Jerry 
Kirk. 

The  meeting  was  held  to  outline  plans  for  a  national  campaign  against 
pornography  portraying  children,  violence,  rape  and  degradation  of  women. 


Suppliers  to  Orem’s  Geneva  Steel 
plant  are  tying  up  loose  ends  in  the 
final  week  of  preparation  for  a  meet¬ 
ing  set  March  25  in  Pittsburgh  with 
USX  president  Dave  Roderick. 

“We’re  getting  people’s  conces¬ 
sions  into  writing  to  present  a  sound 
deal  to  Mr.  Roderick,”  said  Steve 
Gilbert  of  Gilbert  Development  Cor¬ 
poration  in  Cedar  City,  one  of  the 
plan’s  creators. 

Gilbert  will  meet  this  week  with 
Dianne  Delaney,  a  representative  of 
Mid-Continent  Resources,  Inc.  of 
Carbondale,  Colo. 

John  Reeves,  of  Mid-Continent,  co¬ 
creator  of  the  plan  said  the  purpose  of 
the  meeting  is  to  contact  every  sup-, 
plier  for  a  letter  of  intent  or  proposal 
to  reduce  their  costs  to  Geneva  Steel. 
“It’s  for  Mr.  Roderick  to  know  that 
he’s  got  some  firm  proposals,”  he 
said. 

The  campaign  started  in  mid- 
F ebruary  and  involves  about  35  to  40 
vendors,  suppliers  and  any  service  in¬ 
volved  with  the  steel  plant  to  reduce 
their  costs  to  the  Orem  facility. 

According  to  Gilbert,  shipping, 


utilities  and  transportation  suppliers 
have  reduced  up  to  50  percent  of  their 
costs  which  will  include  “millions  of 
dollars  per  year.” 

Gilbert’s  and  Reeve’s  corporations 
alone  have  proposed  an  $8  million  to 
$9  million  reduction  in  costs  per  year 
for  their  suppliers.  “We’re  not  in  a 
bargaining  position.  The  only  thing 
that’s  going  to  do  it.  is  dollars  and 
cents,”  said  Gilbert. 

“The  bottom  line  is  that  the  plant 
has  some  problems  and  the  way  I  can 
see  to  overcome  those  problems  is 
economics,”  Gilbert  said. 

“We  owe  it  to  the  suppliers,  to 
Geneva,  the  workers  and  all  those  in¬ 
volved  to  give  it  our  best  to  keep  the 
plant  working,”  said  Reeves. 

A  feasibility  study  by  the  Geneva 
Advisory  Board  began  l^st  week  to 
determine  whether  the  plant  can  be 
profitable.  “The  study  would  be  to 
figure  out  how  much  steel  will  be  pro¬ 
duced  and  how  much  Geneva  might  be 
able  to  sell,”  said  Robert  McDougall, 
chairman  of  the  Geneva  Advisory 
Board. 

“The  feasibility  study  should  feed 
this  information  to  the  cost  analysis  to 
see  whether  or  not  the  plant  can  be 
open,”  said  Reeves. 


Election  tone  to  change

Miners' families  receive  compensation 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  Utah  Power  &  Light  Co.  has  reached  an 
out-of-court  settlement  to  compensate  the  families  of  27  coal  miners  who  died 
in  a  1984  fire  at  the  Wilberg  Mine  in  central  Utah,  company  officials  announced 
Thursday. 

The  settlement  resolves  a  multi-million  dollar  consolidated  lawsuit  filed  by 
relatives  of  the  26  men  and  one  woman  killed  in  Utah’s  worst  mine  disaster. 
The  miners  were  attempting  to  set  a  world  longwall  coal  production  record. 

Terms  of  the  agreement,  which  involves  all  27  families,  were  not  disclosed. 

“It  was  felt  that  protracted  litigation  would  have  benefitted  no  one,”  said 
UP&L  spokesman  John  Ward.  “It  is  hoped  that  this  settlement  will  allow  the 
families  to  continue  the  healing  process.” 

The  families’  wrongful  death  lawsuits  contended  UP&L  and  Savage  Indus¬ 
tries  Inc.,  which  formerly  operated  the  mine  through  subsidiary  Emery 
Mining  corp.,  “owed  duties  of  reasonable  care”  to  the  miners  that  were 
negligently  breached. 

W.  Brent  Wilcox,  who  represented  18  families  with  partner  Edward  Havas, 
said  he  felt  his  clients  were  well-served  by  the  settlement. 


Elections  will  be  different  this  year 
as  far  as  the  tone  of  ASBYU’s  ap¬ 
proach  to  campaign  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  is  concerned.

The  rules  will  be  the  same  as  last 
year  but  the  elections  committee 
wants  to  explain  to  the  candidates 
why  the  rules  are  the  way  they  are,  he 


said. 

The  elections  committee  has 
rewritten  the  elections  information 
booklet  to  help  solve  problems  and 
say  “here’s  how  to  campaign  and  win 
an  election,”  he  said. 

The  elections  information  booklet 
states  “The  election’s  committee 
wants  to  help  you  by  keeping  you  in¬ 
formed,  giving  you  ideas  and  sugges¬ 
tions  and  working  to  insure  fair  and 
equitable  elections.” 

Restructuring  will  not  be  a  subject 
for  debate  on,  candidates’  platforms. 

The  booklet  also  gives  hints  for  suc¬ 
cess  from  past  experiences  with  elec¬ 
tions. 

For  example,  making  posters  pro¬ 
fessional  looking,  being  honest  in 
platforms  and  speaking  with  individ¬ 
ual  students  about  ideas. 


Congress  continues  debate  on  Contras 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  Senate  voted  97-1  on  Thursday  to  commend  a 
new  Central  American  peace  plan,  then  resumed  its  long  and  bitterly  divisive 
debate  on  arming  Nicaragua’s  Contra  rebels. 

One  Contra  aid  opponent,  however,  said  that  in  the  preliminary  stages  of 
the  debate  at  least,  he  and  his  allies  are  really  engaged  in  “shadow  boxing,” 
their  legislative  weapons  armed  only  with  “rubber  bullets.” 

The  real  target,  said  Sen.  James  Sasser,  D-Tenn.,  is  not  aid  already  in  the 
pipeline  but  any  future  aid  requests  by  President  Reagan. 

One  day  after  the  House  voted  230-196  to  freeze  $40  million  in  aid  to  the 
Contras  for  six  months  pending  an  accounting  of  how  previous  aid  was  spent, 
Senate  Democratic  leaders  said  Congress  likely  would  balk  at  future  requests. 

-Senate  Democratic  Leader  Robert  C.  Byrd  of  West  Virginia  said  Reagan 
would  have  a  hard  time  winning  approval  of  the  additional  $105  million  in 
Centra  aid  he  has  requested  for  the  fiscal  year  beginning  Oct.  1. 
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Four-day  school  week  voted  down 
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The  community  of  Santaquin  turned  down  a  four-day  school  week  proposal 
Wednesday  because  votes  for  the  proposal  fell  4  percent  short  of  the  60  percent 
required. 

Of  408  ballots  cast,  56  percent  were  for,  and  44  percent  were  against  the 
short  week  proposal.  “We  were  looking  for  60  percent  approval  from  the 
community,”  said  Dr.  Hudson,  principal  of  Santaquin  Elementary.  Since  the 
60  percent  goal  was  not  reached,  “we  decided  not  to  implement  the  program.” 

“We  didn’t  have  to  ask  the  community  for  their  approval,”  he  said.  “But  the 
people  of  Santaquin  are  so  supportive  to  the  school  we  wanted  their  support  in 
the  decision.” 

Support  of  the  program  could  possibly  give  studerits  a  better  education.  The 
quality  of  education  is  just  as  good  on  shortened  weeks,  Hudson  said.  Kids  do 
as  well  if  not  better  on  tests  with  a  four-day  week.

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Computers  cause  eye  stress,  fatigue 

Users  should  take  precautions  to  preserve  healthy  eyes

Eye  problems  associated  with 
strain  from  using  computers  on  the 
job  and  at  home  are  on  the  increase 
according  to  the  Utah  Optometric  As¬ 
sociation. 

Home  computers  can  put  as  much 
stress  on  the  eyes  as  the  office  types 
when  used  for  lengthy  periods  of 
time,  according  to  the  association. 

Symptoms  from  computer-related 
eye  strain  include  headaches,  blurred 
vision,  flickering  sensations,  'eye  fa¬ 
tigue  and  itching,  says  the  associa¬ 
tion. 

Dr.  Merrill  Oaks,  a  Provo  ophthal¬ 
mologist,  added  to  the  list  problems  of 
tired,  stinging  and  burning  eyes. 
These  are  the  same  symptoms  that 
can  occur  when  somebody  reads  a 
book,  said  Oaks. 

When  someone  looks  at  a  computer 
for  an  extensive  period  of  time,  their 
eyes  can  shift  to  nearsightedness  or 
increase  astigmatism,  said  Ronald 
Pugh, a  Provo  optometrist. 

With  any  close-up  work,  it  is  rec¬ 
ommended  that  a  person  take  a  break 
and  look  up  every  so  often  so  eyes  can 
focus  on  something  else,  said  Oaks. 

Pugh  recommended  taking  a  five- 
minute  break  every  30  minutes  and  a 
five-minute  break  every  20  minutes

Play  opens  up  heart  to  conflict

“I  can’t  choose  between  you  and 
your  father  when  it  comes  to  matters 
of  the  heart,”  says  Paul’s  tender¬ 
hearted  mother  as  she  seeks  to  ease

differences  and  bring  two  bitter  men 
together. 

“Matters  of  the  Heart,”  produced, 
written  and  directed  by  Thom  Dun¬ 
can,  is  a  peek  into  a  home  not  set  for 
the  stage,  but  for  real  life.  It’s  honest 
portrayal  of  human  emotions  — 
anger,  pride,  fear  and  love  grips  you 
right  from  the  start,  perhaps  a  little 
too  strongly. 

The  play,  enacted  on  a  small  set 
that  depicts  the  typical  Mormon 
home,  centers  around  the  conflicts  be¬ 
tween  a  father  and  son  as  they  try, 
each  in  their  own  stubborn  way,  to 
answer  the  question,  “Paul’s  home 
from  his  mission.  A  year  early.  Now 
what?” 


For  the  stake  president  father 
Robert  Baines,  his  early  return  is  a 
sorrowing  disappointment  because  of 
his  love  for  the  gospel  and  his  lifetime 
endeavor  to  instill  the  same  love  and 
commitment  within  Paul. 

For  Paul,  Robert  Cornilles,  it’s  a 
statement  against  hypocrisy,  apathy 
and  blind  faith. 

Paul’s  return  home  from  his  mis¬ 
sion  is  not  because  of  a  grevious  sin, 
but  because  of  his  own  disbelief  in 
himself  while  in  the  mission  field. 
“The  reason  I  came  home  was  because 
a  little  Frenchman  was  willing  to  give 
up  everything  because  of  my  word.” 

While  this  is  a  real  problem  mis¬ 
sionaries  face  —  the  burden  of  an¬ 
other’s  complete  faith  and  trust  on 
them  —  it  seems  a  bit  of  a  shallow 
reason  for  the  decision  and  upheaval 
of  coming  home. 

The  contention  between  father  and 
son  as  they  shout  back  and  forth,  not 
willing  to  give  up  their  own  preset 
notions,  consumes  a  large  portion  of 
the  play,  maybe  too  much.  The  con¬ 
tentious  scenes  are  long  and  the 
shouting  and  cutting  words,  while  re¬ 
alistic,  are  enough  to  give  anyone  a 
pounding  headache. 

But  perhaps  the  message  of  the

play  is  honest  and  open  feeling  — 
however  intense  and  heated  that  may 
be.  The  audience  is  immediately 
swept  into  the  household  as  Robert 
Baines,  played  that  night  by  Duncan 
himself,  and  Alice  Baines,  Elizabeth 
Smith,  grab  the  heartsrings  with 
their  anxieties  over  Paul’s  early  re¬ 
turn.  They  pace  the  floor,  reiterate  a 
thousand  times  the  question  ‘why?’ 
and  rise  in  quarrels  and  calm  down  in 
understanding  hugs. 

We  are  also  brought  into  Paul’s  life 
by  his  unassuming,  naturalness  on 
stage  as  he  walks  in,  not  as  an  actor, 
but  as  a  real  character  whose  hurt 
heart  is  masked  by  haughtiness  and 
rebellion. 

The  conflict  deepens  as  father  and 
son  try  to  knock  down  the  hypocritical 
world  they  believe  each  is  living  in. 
When  Paul  rebels  against  a  four-year 
scholarship  to  BYU  his  father  asks, 
“Where  else  is  there?  BYU’s  been  our 
school  for  three  generations.” 

The  breath  of  fresh  air  greatly 
needed  in  the  heated  room  is  mother/ 
wife  Alice  Baines.

There  is  no  miraculous  rescue,  nor 
magical  “happily-ever-after  ending” 
to  this  play.

All  three  members  of  the  cast  have 
to  be  commended  for  their  excellent 
acting  and  honest  portrayals  of  realis¬ 
tic  characters.

An  oversupply  of  medical  school  graduates  is  creating  a 
national  problem  of  a  saturated  —  ever-changing  —  medi¬ 
cal  profession. 

“On  a  national  level,  there  are  too  many  students  enter¬ 
ing  the  medical  profession,”  said  Dr.  Don  D.  Bloxham, 
health  professions  adviser  at  BYU.  “Only  a  few  speciali¬ 
ties  and  sub-specialities,  such  as  psychiatry  and  child 
psychiatry,  are  underserved.  All  the  others  are  oversup- 
plied  #ith  physicians.” 

Dr.  Robert  P.  Romney,  medical  director  at  Utah  Valley 
Regional  Medical  Center  in  Provo,  said  much  of  the  prob¬ 
lem  is  due  to  the  lack  of  a  set  quota  on  the  number  of 
students  that  are  allowed  to  enter  medical  school.  “In 
America  we  do  things  on  rebound.  We  wait  until  there  is  a 
crisis,  then  we  react  to  it,  and  we  overreact,  creating  a 
new  crisis,”  said  Romney. 

According  to  Bloxham,  this  “crisis”  entered  medicine  in 
the  60s  with  the  governments  initiation  of  a  policy  that 
subsidized  medical  schools  with  funds  only  if  the  school 
allowed  a  certain  number  of  students  to  enter  their  pro¬ 
gram. 

At  the  time,  there  was  an  inadequate  supply  of  doctors 
in  small  communities.  The  need  for  doctors  in  these  com¬ 
munities  was  met  with  an  excess  of  medical  students 
entering  school,  eventually  supplying  towns  and  cities 
with  a  glut  of  medical  professionals. 

“Instead  of  really  thinking  it  through  and  planning,  and 
looking  to  see  what  the  needs  will  be  in  10  years,  we  say, 
“Right  now  there  is  a  tremendous  need,  so  we  stuff  the 


classrooms,”  Romney  said. 

There  should  be  a  way  of  letting  students  know  the 
anticipated  need  for  physicians.  “The  students  don’t 
know.  If  the  students  knew  what  the  needs  might  be  by 
population  patterns  and  growth  patterns  ...  then  it  might 
help,”  said  Romney. 

Another  reason  for  the  excess  of  potential  doctors  is  the 
amount  of  imported  medical  school  graduates.  “We  cur¬ 
rently  are  importing  ...  many,  many,  thousands  of  physi¬ 
cians,”  said  Romney.  “We  are  very  open  to  people  from 
other  countries  coming  here  to  train,  but  instead  of  going 
back ...  they  decide  they  like  it  here,  and  stay.” 

The  influx  of  foreign  students  is  creating  an  additional 
setback  for  American  medical  students.  “There  are  too 
many  (American  students)  in  the  United  States.  Adding 
thousands  from  foreign  students  is  compounding  the  prob¬ 
lem,”  said  Bloxham. 

Medical  schools  are  training  too  many  students,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  importing  an  excess  of  foreign  students.  “Medical 
schools  are  geared  up  to  handle  a  certain  quota.  Interest¬ 
ingly,  it  doesn’t  cost  a  medical  school  any  more  (in  man¬ 
power)  to  train  100  doctors  than  it  does  to  train  80  doctors. 
It  only  takes  one  professor  to  stand  at  that  class  with  more 
seats  in  it,”  said  Romney. 

To  make  medical  schools  efficient,  they  have  to  have  a 
certain  number  of  people  enrolled  in  the  school  to  pay  the 
salaries.  “It  is  very  difficult  for  them  (medical  schools)  to 
want  to  cut  back  just  because  there  is  an  excess  of  doc¬ 
tors,”  Romney  said. 

On  a  national  scale,  there  are  fewer  applicants  now  than 
there  were  several  years  ago.  “Medicine  is  not  as  attrac¬ 
tive  as  it  was  five  or  six  years  ago,”  said  Bloxham.
